SACRAMENTO i.P»— An era in California politics 
ended today with Richard M. Nixon s announced move 
from his home state. 


The immediate effect of Nixon s decision to switch 
residence to New York was to remove him as a force 
in the once-predominant Republican party of California. 


His friends still expect him to be a national voice 
in the GOP—and perhaps start a new' political career 
in New York. But his influence here is bound to wane. 


Nixon declared last November, after losing the 
governorship, that the California race was * my last cam­ 
paign for public office.” 


However, speculation persisted that, as titular head 
of his party here, he would snap back into action when 
the time came to organize a California delegation to the 
1964 Republican national convention. 


“ We’ll miss him." said Assemblyman Houston I. 
Flournev, (R*Claremont), from an area that Nixon once 
represented in Congress, 


Democratic Gov. Kdmund G. Brown, who shattered 
Nixon’s comeback effort in the 1962 gubernatorial race, 
wished him well in his New York law career.

In a midnight decision, the 
board put into effect for next 
school year a pay schedule re­ 
ducing the number of salary 
steps fro 16 to 15, raising the 
minimum pa% from $5.000 per 
year to $5.100 and the maxi­ 
mum from $9.770 to $10.050. 
Th»- will result m average pay 
increases of about $300 per 
year beyond the automatic an­ 
nual increments of about $180 


Not only that, hut the deri­ 
sion. on a motion by lioard 
member Carl J 
Brown, pro­ 
vides that if revenues prove 
sufficient the number of steps 
will be dropped automatically 
to 14, retroactive to the start 
of the 
new 
rontraets. This 
would hike the average raise 
from $450 total to about $580 
total 


The 15-step schedule will add 
$47.895 for next year to salary 
costs in the high school district 
and $43.950 in the elementary 
district, beyond the cost under* 
the old 16-step setup, accord­ 
ing to figures submitted bv 
Supt.

State Could Help Local 
Libraries Be Much Better 


Already passed the Assembly and 
facing an uncertain future in the State 
Senate is a bill about which we in Marin 
County ha\o had some experience and 
so should be better qualified than some 
to judge how well it might work 
We are referring to the Public Li­ 
brary Services Bill, AB 590. The hill is 
designed to encourage local libraries to 
form cooperative associations so that 
the service of any one library* can be 
multiplied many times with a minimum 
of expense. 
The reason that we in Marin have spe­ 
cific experience is the active participa­ 
tion of the Mann County Library, the 
Mill Valley and Sausalito libraries in the 
North Bay Cooperative Library System. 
This system was established about three 
years ago by libraries in Marin. Sonoma. 
Napa. 
Solano. 
Lake 
and 
Mendocino 
counties, with the aid of a federal grant. 
Seventeen libraries participate. 
Working through a hoard on which 
each library is represented, the 17 have 
cooperated in book purchase, catalog­ 
ing. interlibrary borrowing, storage, a 
film pool and other activities. Teletypes 
connect the major libraries with each 
other and the State Library in Sacra­ 
mento. making possible quick exchange 
of information on books and films, facil­ 
itating b o o k purchase or borrowing, 
and. in fact, making the facilities of all 


17 libraries available to the users of 
each one. 
Those who have been working with 
the system are enthusiastic, not only of 
what has been done, but also what can 
be done in the future. 
AB 590 is designed to encourage this 
type of activity throughout the state. It 
would assure continuation of the North 
Bay system after federal funds are e x ­ 
hausted 
We aren't lightly recommending the 
establishment of a new state agency, the 
Public Library Development B o a r d , 
which would come into being under the 
bill. Neither are we unaware of the add­ 
ed cost to the taxpayers 
$850.000 in 
the proposed 1963*64 budget and a ceil­ 
ing written into the hill of a p p r o x i • 
matrix* $4 million. 
Yet to us. this is one place where a 
larger agency, like the state, can take 
action assuring better use of local facili­ 
ties without local agencies losing con­ 
trol. This is all to the good 
So we join with Gov. Kdmund G. 
Brown in calling for passage of AB 590. 
We urge our own senator, John F. Mc­ 
Carthy. to vote for the bill w h e n 
it 
comes before him as a member of the 
Senate Governmental Efficiency Com­ 
mittee, as did our Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. B a g i e v when it was in the 
Assembly.

WASHINGTON— President 
Kennedy is very annoyed at 
the country's “fixation” on 
Cuba. 
And he is passing up no 
chances to let White House 
callers know* about his vexa­ 
tion. whether they are news­ 
paper editors, 
members of 
Congress, or visiting politi­ 
cians. 
In these private talks, the 
President stresses, “There are 
far more dangerous situations 
facing the U.S. in a number 
of other l^atin American na­ 
tions .” Usually he singles out 
Brazil and Argentina as be­ 
ing more explosive than Cuba. 


“THIS COUNTRY’S fixation 
on Cuba disturbs me.” the 
President complained to one 
group. “We can liquidate Cas­ 
tro at any time, but if we did 
a lot of innocent people in 
Cuba would get hurt.

In comparing U.S. and So 
viet victories in the long and 
tortuous cold war, the Presi­ 
dent vigorously argues that, 
“With the exception of Cuba, 
Russia has made no notice- ' 
able gains in the past two 
years.” 


looking ahead, he foresees 
an aggressive and reckless 
Communist China becoming 
“a major danger to U.S. se­ 
curity during my term of of­ 
fice.” 


The President warns that. , 
“The 
Chinese 
Communists 
could become more danger­ 
ous than Russia, because they 
are willing to accept m a j o r 
risks of a nuclear war in 
pushing 
their 
objectives.” 
The President believes Pei­ 
ping’s development of nuclear 
weapons in the not-distant 
future will increase Chinese 
prestige in the Asian subcon­ 
tinent from India to S o u t h 
Vietnam.

Rusk, in his private briefings 
on Cuba, appears at times to 
be basing his comments on in­ 
formation that is quite differ­ 
ent from that expounded by 
the President.

Then, 
noticing several members of 
Congress, he added: “If any 
of you gentlemen know how 
many troops there are, we 
would like to have your in­ 
formation.”

Social Diseases In California 
Going Up 
At Alarming Rate 


We c o n t i n u e to read about the 
marked increase in venereal diseases in 
many parts of the country. In Califor­ 
nia, for example, these infections rep­ 
resent the main communicable disease 
problem, outranking streptocaccal in­ 
fections, measles, and mumps. 
The statistics on syphilis are startling 
but, to be fully appreciated, we have to 
go back to 1047, when there were 106,* 
530 new cases of primary and secondary 
syphilis. Penicillin b e c a m e 
available and the number drop- 
ped, reaching the low point 
of 6,251 in 1957. Since then 
the cases have gone up and 
21,143 were reported in 1962. 
This is not alarming compared 
with the 106,539 rate in 1947, 
but the rising incidence is of 
great concern.

Rut the promised revision 
of eorporate tax rates, along 
with already realized relax­ 
ation in depreciation allow­ 
ance rules for tax purposes, 
improves the profit outlook 
for business. This in turn 
whets the appetite of labor 
for a bigger share of the 
larger returns. 


And in the case of steel the

gives labor an added talking 
point. 
Many other industries will 
be watching any reopening of 
labor contracts with the Steel­ 
workers and especially what 
form any newr demands by the 
union may take. Steel con­ 
tracts have set patterns in the 
past. 
And steel price rises have

by 
some 
in­ 
creases in other lines. Steel 
isn’t the only industry that 
feels price rigidity has pinched 
its profits. 


And if prices rise, and if 
taxes are cut, profits will go 
higher. And so perhaps will 
labor’s wage and f r i n g e 
benefit demands. 


This month should see some 
idea of what the Steelworkers 
will want and their chance of 
getting it without a strike— 
and of the likelihood of such 
demands spreading to other 
industries. 
It also could bring a clearer 
picture of what Congress will 
do about taxes. 
And then business should 
know how much of today’s 
business pickup is for real and 
how much is for hedging or 
other guesswork.
